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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE, 


Read at the Annual Meeting, Aprii 6th, 1864. 


In presenting their Annual Report to the Governors of the 
Bloomsbury Dispensary, the Committee are happy to announce, 
in the first place, that the Charity has obtained, during the year, 
the welcome accession of several new Subscribers, and that 
although losses have occurred as usual by deaths and removals, 
the total amount of contributions Gucluding a legacy of Nine- 
teen Guineas, bequeathed by the late Miss Cox, of Guilford 
Street,) has exceeded that of the previous year. On the other 
hand they regret to state that, notwithstanding the exercise of 
the utmost economy consistent with efficiency of administration, 
the working charges of the year have been unavoidably large, 
and that, owing to an outlay of more than £70 for necessary 
repairs and furniture, in addition to an increased expenditure for 
drugs and other medical appliances, there remains a balance of 
liabilities against the Dispensary of £99 19s. 3d. These draw- 
backs, however, may fairly be regarded as in a great degree 
exceptional, and the Committee trust that, by the continued 
liberality of its friends, and by careful management through the 
year ensuing, it will be found possible, not only to discharge all 
outstanding demands upon the Institution, but also fully to 
maintain its usefulness without exceeding the limits of its income. 


The Committee gratefully acknowledge the kindness of the 
Rector of St. George, Bloomsbury, who has eloquently and effec- 
tually pleaded from his pulpit in behalf of the Dispensary for 
two years in succession ; the collection, upon the last occasion, 
amounting to £54 4s.

The Reports of the Medical Officers will show, as heretofore, 
how extensive and valuable are the operations of the Charity, 
and how eagerly its benefits are sought by the suffering and 
deserving poor. 


Since the last Annual Meeting, Mr. Fowler has resigned the 
appointment of Secretary, and Dr. Ablett, that of resident Medi- 
cal Officer. The Committee gladly record their sincere appreci- 
ation of the uniform diligence and ability with which those 
gentlemen fulfilled their several duties, and of the advantage 
which the Dispensary derived from their long and faithful ser- 
vices. 


In conclusion, the Committee beg very earnestly to commend 
the Institution to the renewed protection and exertions of all its 
old friends, and to solicit, especially, the benevolent consideration 
of those residents in the neighbourhood who have the means to 
help, but are not at present to be counted among the number of 
its supporters. No Institution, surely, has stronger claims upon 
their sympathy and aid. None is less exclusive in its charities ; 
none less liable to abuse; none more practical and satisfactory 
in its results. It may appeal to Philanthropists of all opinions, 
and to Christians of every denomination. To the latter, indeed, 
the peculiar character of its ministrations must suggest motives 
and remembrances too powerful to be withstood. “I was sick 
and ye visited me.” Who can forget the solemn associations con- 
nected with those words? Who does not fervently desire that 
hereafter they may be uttered in gracious recognition of his own 
Discipleship when before the throne of the Divine Lord and 
Judge of all, high and low, rich and poor shall stand together, 
and the only Faith that justifies shall prove to be the “Faith 
that worketh by Love.”

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THE PHYSICIAN’S REPORT, 
ead at the Annual Meeting, April 6th, 1864.

During the past year, the ostensible objects in view at the 
original institution of the Dispensary have been fully attained ; 
namely, First—Z'o prevent the extension and fatality of infectious 
and contagious diseases ; a8 for example in the cases of Small 
Pox, of which 14 in the first quarter, and 19 in the second 
quarter (in all, 33) came under our care; of them, two only 
proving fatal. They were, for the most part, sporadic ; one, or at 
most, two cases occurring in a family ; the extension of the dis- 
ease having been prevented by Sanitary directions ; segregation, 
ventilation and attention to cleanliness. Besides Small Pox, we 
have had cases of Scarlatina to treat, which have been restrained 
within narrow limits by similar directions. 


Secondly—The majority of Patients sent by letters from Sub- 
scribers must have been pauperized or perished for want of timely 
medical ad, such as is afforded by the Dispensary and similar 
Charities. 


Thirdly—TZhe relief to the Parishes, though perhaps not sen- 
sibly felt by the medical and relieving Parochial Authorities, 
must have been co-extensive with the number of our admissions. 


Fourthly—The record of our cases proves that in acute 
diseases speedy relief has been afforded, and the loss of time 
lessened by prompt and active treatment ; and in chronic and 
incurable diseases, such as Phthisis and Cancer, in the advanced 
stages, the sufferers have had the comfort of medical attendance at 
home, which they greatly prefer to the publicity of an hospital 
and the association of many others dying of the same diseases. 
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Fifthly—Cases are of frequent occurrence of Patients who have | 
striven to maintain their independence by paying for medical 
attendance so long as they were able, till they were glad to get 
a letter for the Dispensary. Several benevolent medical practi- 
tioners in the district have subscribed in order to have the privi- 
lege of sending the respectable poor to the Dispensary, of whose 
need of medical aid, and of whose inability to pay for the same, 
they are cognizant. 


Lastly— Vaccination hag been resorted to as a means of arrest- 
ing the fatal ravages of small pox, especially during the preval- 
ence of the late epidemic. 


Although there has been a slight decrease in the medical cases 
admitted in the last year (just 53), there has been an increase 
of Patients visited at their own homes ; their number being 765 
as compared with 670 visited last year, and in the severity and 
fatality of the diseases, 101 having died last year, and 94 this, 


or 33 per 1000 for the former, and 35 per 1000 for the latter 
year. 


The most convincing proof that the cases which have come 
under the care of the Physician are neither slight nor trivial, is 
afforded by the fact of the great difficulty in obtaining Letters, 
since the restriction necessarily laid upon the parochial Clergy 
in their issue. The poor will not give the time nor take the 
trouble to get a letter except in cases of emergency. The num- 
ber of applicants is still sufficiently, and more than sufficiently 
numerous for the strength of your medical staff; a satisfactory 
evidence of the estimate entertained of the Dispensary by the 
respectable poor, for whose benefit it was first instituted, and has 
been for 63 years in active operation.

THE SURGEON’S REPORT, 
Read at the Annual Meeting, April 6th, 1864.

WE are again permitted to assemble at this our Annual Meet- 
ing, to hear and to confirm the proceedings of the past year, 
and I think in doing so, that there is much to be thankful 
for, and much praise is due to the Committee, who as a body 
have shown their earnest desire to co-operate, and to work har- 
moniously in one common cause ; namely, to carry on in a right 
spirit, this excellent Institution, and to ensure the success of the 
object for which it was originated. 


It is now thirty-three years since I first entered this Dispensary, 
and began as a Student to sow the seeds of my future profession, 
which, under the guidance of my distinguished relative and pre- 
decessor grew year by year, producing the germs of knowledge 
from so rich a soil. The multiplicity of disease which presents 
itself at the Dispensary is, in itself, an arena for Medical Science ; 
it is a garden capable of bearing much fruit, and of diffusing its 
blessings far and wide; it is a school of science open to the 
minds of future generations, and above all, it is a central home 
for the afflicted! Here we see the young and old under the 
misery of disease; here we see the anxious wife soliciting relief 
for her dying husband, or the widowed mother, crushed by the 
weight of grief, craving aid for her sick and suffering child. 
These are the scenes of woe daily presented to the eyes of your 
Medical Officers, to whose watchful care, by your trust, these 
sufferers are confided, bearing in our hands that power which 
cometh from above, the power of healing and of doing good ; 
and in thus conferring the blessings of Medical Science upon our 
afflicted fellow-creatures, we are carrying out the words of our 
Lord, “Ye visited me in sickness.” 
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The number of cases admitted under my care has varied much 
from year to year. To March 25th, 1864, 834 Patients were 
entered in my book, 218 of whom were attended at their own 
homes, and five died. To March, 1863, 1211 were admitted as 
my Patients, 250 of whom were visited at their homes ; a strik- 
ing difference in two years, but which I have every reason to 
believe will be filled up in the ensuing year. 


During the past year many cases of unusual severity have 
been treated by me ; amongst them, I may particularly refer to 
Cancer, Tumours, Fistulee, and Abscesses which have required 
operative surgery ; in addition to these, accidents and injuries 
from violence were numerous, as also Ulcers, diseases of the Eye, 
of the Throat, and of the Skin; Strictures, Scrofula in all its 
forms, Ruptures, and obstructions of various kinds, and many 
other diseases. 


Before closing these remarks, I am sure the Members of the 
Committee will joim with me in expressing our most cordial 
thanks to the Rector of this Parish, and to the Rev.G. Hamilton, 
for the kind interest they have shown in the welfare of the 
Dispensary. To their Curates I offer the same, personally, 
having witnessed their truly Christian and ready spirit in ren- 
dering every assistance both spiritual and bodily whenever it 
has been required ; and last, but not the least, to many ladies 
of the District Visiting Society, I owe a deep debt of gratitude 
for their unremitting kindness and attention to the sick poor. 
By their assistance and sympathy they have cheered the sufferer 
in the hour of sickness, and softened the pangs of pain by their 
Christian and encouraging comfort.
